The Civil Badget Estimates of the Government of Bengal for the year 1880-81, 
and the orders of the Goverament of India thereupon (No. 1417, dated 25th 
March 1880). : 


The incorporation in the Imperial estimates of the detailed figures of Provin- 
cial ServiceéS and of certain Local Funds has now been completely and finally 
effected. It is more convenient therefore to review in this Annual Resolution 
the estimates of the local Government as a whole, in the form in which they 
are presented by the Accountant-General, and discussed by the Government 
of India, distinguishing, however, those items which affect the Provincial 
balance, and determining as closely as may be the actual state of that balance 
at the present time. The nature of the changes made in the accounts, and in® 
the classification of minor items under the orders of the Government of India, 
itis not necessary to explain at length; but the present opportunity will be 
taken to note once for all the general character of the receipts and charges 
which are now grouped under each of the major heads of the estimate. It is to 
be noted that the Government of India in the Financial Department does not 
eonsider itself bound to adopt the estimates of the local Government, even 
unden,those services whith are entirely Provincial; nor, on the other hand, is | 
the Jocal Government bound to accept any modified figures adopted by the ‘s 
Government of India. But as the Financial Department had, when drawing. 
up its revised estimates for 1879-80, the actual figures of ten months before » 
it, the Lieutenant-Governor has in several instances preferred to accept the 
estimates of the Government of India for that year. In some few instances 
also the estimates for 1880-81 seem to call for re-consideration. 


2. Thestatement annexed shows the actual receipts and disbursements,— 
Imperial, Provincial, and Local,—for 1878-79: the regular estimates as 
framed by the Government of India in the Financial Department, and the same 
estimates as accepted by the local Government; and the estimates for 1880-81 
as first estimated by this Government, as revised by the Financial Depart- 

ment, and as now finally accepted by the Lieutenant-Governor. It will be

The actual receipts were in 1878.79 
Rs. 70,28,000, of which Rs. 65,00,000 were due to the Imperial Treasy, 
under the existing Provincial contract, the balance. representing the profit 
of the local Government. For 1879-80 the original estimate was 
Rs. 73,90,000. But the year has not been so prosperous as was anticipated, the 
continued high prices of food having interfered with the expenditure of the 
lower classes upon luxuries. The Goyernment of India now estimates the 
receipts of the year at Rs 70,830,000, or nearly the same figure as in 1878.79, 
The actual receipts up to the close of February were Rs. 64,62,000, against 
Rs. 64,19,000 at the close of February 1879 ; so that the Financial Depart. 
ment’s estimate may probably be accepted with safety. The payment to ‘the 
Imperial Treasury grows by one lakh of rupees annually, and for 1879.89 
amounts to Rs. 66,00,000, leaving (say) Rs. 4,30,000 as the profit of the 
local Government. For 1880-81 the local Government estimated the receipts 

-at Rs. 69,00,000. This has been raised by the Government of India to 
Rs. 70,380,000. On tne whole the Lieutenant-Governor is now disposed to 
think that the first estimate was too low. He is willing to accept the 
amended figures. The payment to the Imperial Treasury in 1880-81 will be 
Rs. 67,00,000.

6.—V. Assessed Taxes.—In 1878-79 the actual receipts from the License 
Tax were Rs. 20,19,000, of which Rs. 2,98,000 were classed as Provincial, and 
the rest as Imperial. The actual cost of collection was Rs. 2,79,000; thedif. 
as ference between this sum and that shown as Provincial receipts, viz. Rs. 19,000, 
represents the amount charged as refunds. For 1879-80 the preceedsof the 
tax are estimated by the Financial Department at Rs. 25,50,000, of which 
Rs. 3,50,000 are entered as thie share of the Provincial Government. The cost 
of collection being estimated to be Rs. 1,96,000, this would leave 
* available for refunds a sum of Rs. 1,54,000 only. In fact, however, the 
; actual cost of establishment in 1879-80 has been Rs. 1,94,112, and the refunds - 
have been Rs. 2,79,376, or Rs. 4,73,488 altogether; so that the loss to Pro- 
vincial Services on the estimates has been Rs. 1,28,488. It was not intended 
by the Government of India that any actual loss to the local Government 
should be caused by the working of the License Tax, and an application will 
; therefore be made to that Government to recredit the excess charge. For 1880-81 
‘ it is very difficult to frame any estimate under the altered conditions of the: 
License Tax Act. The Finance Department takes Rs. 15,00,000 as the’ total, 
am and again shows Rs. 3,50,000 as the Provincial share; but its estimate of 
4 the cost of collection (Rs. 76,000) is far below the mark.

It is of course impossible now to distribute or refund the money 
gs it had accumulated in long course of years, and cannot be traced with 
certainty to the contributions of particular estates. The receipts from Public 
Works Cess now fall short of the payments due to the Government of India 
on account of interest on l'roductive Public Works within the Province. 

9. The District Road Fund under Act X (B.C.) of 1871 was credited ‘in’ + 
1878-79 with Rs. 33,47,439, of which Ry. 18,219 came from the old One 
per cent. Road Cess still realized in a few places. The estimate for 1880-81 
is Rs. 83,02,800. 

10. The District Road Account is mainly composed of contributions from 
Provincial Funds to districts in which no Road Cess is levied. These contribu- 
tions are not entered under this head of the estimates, and the only item of 
seoeipt here shown is the proceeds in the districts in question of the One per 
cent.

The Financial Department rightly reduces the local figures by 
deducting from both sides of the account, to avoid double entry, figures 
* representing (as the Accountant-General explains) the amount of the Road 

Oess and Public Works Cess paid by Government as Zemindar from the 
Estates Improvement Fund, and afterwards recovered from its undertenants. 
In the Financial Department’s Resolution No. 1417 of the 25th March “ the 
charges for the nnanagement of Government Estates” are said to be so deducted.

The High Court of Judicature is pleased to circulate, for the information and guidance 
of all District Judges and their subordinates, the accompanying copy of a Resolution of the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, from which it will be seen that His Honor has determined 
on the definitive introduction of the Nagri character into all Courts ia the Patna Division 
and parts of the Bhagulpore Division. 

2. District Judges and all persons — by this order are reminded that, so long 

ss oe ago as September 1875,* distinct warning was given that 
amine No. 12, dated 1th such alteration was intended, and that all nihieterta officers’ 

were required to make themselves conversant with the 
Nagri character. Those who have neglected to do so will have to take the consequences of 
their default. 

8. Detailed instructions on any points which require them will in due time be issued, 
and the Court will take steps for the promulgation and supply of all necessary forms, 
registers, and the like in the Nagri character.
